WASHINGTON, May. 27—The 
House judiciary subcommittee on 
monopoly power urged strongly 
Sunday that anti-trust action and 
steps to encourage production are 
needed to alleviate a newsprint 
shortage that threatens the free 
preas of the worid. 

These were the major recom- 
mendations in an unanimous final 
report of the subcommittee, based 
on a year's study of the newsprint 
industry. 

The report said that the news- 
print industry, hard hit by the 
depression of the thirties, has 
“feared more than anything elise 
an excess of capacity with its con- 
sequent danger of overproduc- 
tion.” The whole emphasis in the 
industry, it was said, is on “stable 

rices, stable profits and stable 
evels of production.” 

Long-term contracts, 
restrictions, resale price mainte- 
nance, international carte! ar- 
rangements, the report stated are 
among the devices used to attain 
this across-the-board stability. 

The report indicated that legis- 
lation was needed to require for- 
eign newsprint producers, doing 
business in the United States, to 
keep their books open for inspec- 
tien here as a precedent for such 
trade. Rep. Emanuel Ceiller of New 
York. judiciary chairman who 
headed the special study, will of- 
fer the bill. 

The subcommittee suggested 
also it might be weil to amend the 
Securities Exchange Act to require 
that newsprint companies, whose 
securities are traded on an over- 
the-counter basis, give greater in- 
formation on their structure, or- 
ganization and activities 

“Despite the fact that American 
interests are so closely linked with 
the Canadian industry and that 90 
percent of Canadian production is 
shipped in the interstate com- 
merce of the United States.” the 
report said, “The Canadian border 
has served as a convenient barrier 
to adequate investigation of the 
activities of newsprint compa- 
nies.” 

It epecifically recommended that 
anti-trust laws be “vigorously en- 
forced against Canadian as well 
as American newsprint producers

28 provinces in northern Italy, 
where 10,000,000 Italians are to 
elect new administrations in 2.735 
municipalities for ea five-year 
term, indicated that at midnight 
Sunday night the over-all per- 
centage of voting. as given out by 
the government bureau. was be- 
tween 60 and 65 percent, The polls 
will open again at 6 a. m. and 
close at 2 p. m. Monday. 

In the April, 1948, national elec- 
tions the first day of voting also 
\vielded the same percentage, but 
the final tabulation showed that 
922 percent of the voters had 
cast their ballots. How interested 
Italians are in these elections wil! 
therefore be seen only after al! 
the ballots have been counted 
sometime Monday. 


Despite Communist efforts to 
minimize the importance of the 
elections and keep the political 
campaign on local iswes, anti- 
Communist parties decided to push 
for a showdown vote bv basing 
their electoral propaganda on the 
issue between democracy and dic- 
tatorship. The ‘results, therefore. 
are expected to give an accurate 
estimate of the present Com- 
munist and anti - Communist 
strength in Italy since 1048. when 
extreme leftwing parties polled 
more than 8,000,000 votes, or 31 
percent of the total, and the pro- 
Catholic Christian Democrats 11.- 
000,000 votes, or 48 percent. 

Only minor incidents were re- 
ported by the police, who said 
that few attempts were made to 
influence the voting by chicanery 
or fraud. 

In all provincial capitals, long 
queues formed in front of polling 
booths in the workers’ districts 


soon after thev onened at 5 a.m. 


And ‘slackened off later. The op- 
posite took place in the so-called 
middle-class sections, where vot- 
ing did not get going until later 
in the morning and after sunset. 
The major parties made a deter- 
minded effort to brine the voters 
to the polls, to prevent abstentions 
which they feel would favor the 
extreme leftwing parties.

“Your delegation could then 
proceed to Peiping, and urge the 
ruling circle there to end the ag- 
gression in Korea, withdraw its 
forces, and let the Korean people 
organize the indepencent, unified 
and Democratic nation the UN 
seeks for them. 

“In Moscow, you could urge the 
leaders of World Communism to 
their declared aims of 
taking over other people's coun- 
tries by the well-known totalita- 
rian tactics which led Hitler to 
disaster. 

“Tell them there will not be a 
war unless they decide to precipi- 
tate it; that the peoples of the 
world want real peace with free- 
dom as defined in the UN char- 
ter: but that they will not pay 
blackmail to aggressors.

Are you a Holy Spirit-iess Christian? It is possible, for there 
were such Christians soon after Pentecost. St. Paul asked the Ephe- 
sians. “Have you received the Holy Spirit since you believed?” They 
said a * never heard there was a Holy Spirit. How then could they 

have Him? When one considers the background 

| i of this case. it is amazing the Ephesians did not 

have the Holy Spirit. Apollos, an eloquent preacher, 

. was their preacher. Surely they had the Bible. 

They worshipped and prayed. They bed a church, 

In spite of all this, they did not have the Spirit. 

The same can be tevue of Christians today. We 

have good preachers and comfortable churches. 

We have all the mechanics of a busy congregational 

program. We have the Bible end worship and 

prayer. Too often the one thing: lacking our 

churches and lives is the Holy Spirit. How then 
does one get the Holy Spirit’ 

When the average person thinks of the 

) coming of the Holy Spirit. he usually thinks of 

De Rrothott something spectacular. That is perhaps due to 

the signs accompanying the original Pentecostal experience. We 
think of the rushing. mighty wind. and the cleven tengues of fire 
settling on the Disciples’ heads. If you will ge te the Record, 
you will find that the language is figurative. The Spirit came 
like a rushing, mighty wind. He settled upon their heads like 
cloven tengues of fire. The Author ie simply trying te convey 
te us the truth that the Spirit came inte their lives with great 
force and power as the might of the wind.

AIKEN, 8. C, May 27—The 
Housing and Home Finance Agen- 
cy has announced that exceptions 
from the real estate credit restric- 
tions had been authorized for the 
construction of an additional 500 
rental units for defense workers 
in Georgia and South Carolina in 
the vicinity of the Savannah River 
Plant of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. 


This supplements an origina! al- 
location of 500 units, making a 
total of 1,000 rental dwelling units 
for -which credit exceptions have 
been authorized in the Savannah 
River Area. 

The administrator of the 
Housing and Home Finance Agen- 
cy announced March 9 that the es- 
timated need in the Savannah 
River Area would be 3.600 units 
for which the relaxation of con- 
trols was concurred in by the 
Board of Governors of the Federa!

500 units

“The average housewife has 
been suffering from «a meat fam- 
ine for same time because she 
can't afford to buy meat,” DiSaile 
retorted.

“Reef has gone up more than 
80 percent in price since Jan- 
tery, 1950.

United Press Staff Correspond- 
ent Glenn Stackhouse reported 
that the Dutch-American advance 
caught the tail of a large Commu- 
nist column. Allied artillery and 
machine guns poured a hail of 
death into the ranks of the fleeing 
enemy. 

The remnants of three Commu- 
nist corps —- some 30,000 men — 
were believed trapped south of 
the reservoir, and other Red units 
of varying sizes were encircled on 
the eastern and central fronts 
Allied troops also were driving 
north at the western end of the 
line, but the greater part of the 
Reds’ western armies appeared to 
have escaped. 

UNIT TRAPPED 

Near the center of the line, a 
Communist force variously de- 
scribed as a regiment or a di- 
Vision was trapped northeast of 
Chunchon, just below the 38th 
parallel. 

Eighth Army officers said Com- 
munist casualties had soared to 
record heights all along the east- 
ern and central fronts, but no ov- 
erall reports on the number killed 
and injured was issued immedi- 
ately. 

The large-scale Chinese surren- 
ders were taken as a hopeful sign 
by Allied units. Tens of thousands 
of Korean Communists were cap- 
tured last Fall, but up to now Chi- 
nese prisoners had been few and 
far between.

Congress with being “the principal 
military advisers to the President, 
the National Security Council and 
the Secretary of Defense.” 

Adm. Sherman made his re- 
marks about the functioning of 
the Joint Chiefs during an attempt 
to persuade the House armed serv- 
ices committee that the addition 
of the commandant of the Marine 
Corps to the Joint Chiefs, as pro- 
posed in Congress, was an unnec- 
essary as mcreasing the size of the 
corps by statute to four divisions 
was “incongruous.” 

Various officials of the armed 
services, who have been asked 
about the portent of Adm. Sher- 
man's remarks on the Joint Chiefs, 
noted the naval chief was himself 
against the designs of the Marine 
Corps exponents in both houses. 

However. the same officials ex- 
pressed either surprise or puzzle- 
ment that Adm. Sherman had ex- 
tended his remarks on the Joint 
Chiefs to deliver what amounted 
to a “squawk.” 

It was also considered signifi- 
cant at the Pentagon that Adm. 
Sherman, if he was intending to 
bring into the open a troltiblesome 
situation, chose to bring the mat- 
ter out before the House armed 
services committee, headed by 
Rep. Carl Vinson, Democrat, Geor- 
gia, and long a Strong supporter 
of the Navy. 

Well along in a statement on a 
Marine Corps bill Adm. Sherman 
had observed: 


DISADVANTAGES 


“Partly because the membership 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff in- 


cludes four officers, there is an in-| 


creasing tendency to have them 
represented by their chairman and 
to have their military advice 
passed through intermediaries. 
This tendency,” he said, “has ob- 
vious disadvantages to all con- 
cerned.” 

Inquiry among the three serv- 
ices discloses the Joint Chiefs, 
under the chairmanship system, 
have begun to feel “cut off.” 

Under present procedure all de- 
cisions or major “papers” of the 
Joint Chiefs are given to Gen. 
Bradievy who in turn hands them 
over to Secretary of Defense 
George C. Marshall, who, as a 
cabinet member, delivers the 
views of the chiefs to the National 
Security Council and the Presi- 
dent 

It is felt that in this process the 
fine points, the compromises, the 
nuances and “the give-and-take” 
that went nto a “unanimous 
paper” of the Joint Chiefs is lost 
and that higher boards such as 
the Security Council should have 
the benefit of the thinking that 
went into the final recommenda- 
tion on a matter that might affect 
not only the services as entities 
but the national security. 


ACCESS TO PRESIDENT 

In contrast to the pre-unifica- 
tion system when there were only 
two chiefs and two secretaries, 
those of the Navy and War De- 
partment, it is pointed out now 
only on relatively informal occa- 
sions do the chiefs or the civilian 
heads of the services have access 
to the President. When Gen. Mar- 
shall calls a military adviser to 
meetings of the Security Council, 
it has been noted, it is always Gen. 
Bradley. 

Such a process, some Pentagon 
officials fear, leads to “too much 
synthesizing” of views 

Not only does Gen. Bradley see 
the Secretary of Defense daily, 
but as official military “briefer” 
of the President and in the fre- 
quent company of Gen. Marshall 
on White House visits Gen. Brad- 
ley speaks for all the Chiefs. 

This, it is held—while no vio- 
lation of the National Security 
Act which gives the Joint Chiefs 
chairman a pre-eminent role—

REFORMS IN ORDER 

Although there was no com- 
ment from any of the Joint Chiefs 
on this question, there is under- 
stood to be a general feeling some 
reforms are in order. 

Alone, some of the Joint Chiefs 
are known to be harried by the 
enormous weight of the responsi- 
bilities created by being the head 
of a branch of the armed services 
while devoting so much time to 
the Joint Chiefs. 

Prior to the outbreak of fight- 
ing in Korea the Joint Chiefs met 
once a week. Now it is common 
for there to be three meetings and 
during egpecially critica] times 
there might be five meetings a 
~week. A “medium-sized” meeting 
normally lasts all afternoon, while 
on other days the Chiefs go into 
session in their closely guarded 
precincts of the Pentagon for sev- 
eral hours in the forenoon and 
then continue throughout the aft- 
ternoon., 

NO BRADLEY CRITICISM 

Although the whole Joint Chiefs 
situation is a matter of concern 
among the services there is to be 
found no criticism of Gen, Brad- 
ley. Rather, it is said that a 
plaguing procedure has grown up 
which even those who embrace 
the spirit of unification and civil- 
ian control think deprives high 
officials of the fullest advice pos- 
sible and tends to lower in stature 
not only the chiefs of the services 
but the secretaries of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force.

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An Appraisal by a Neighbor 


Earl “Tige” Pickle, a resident of Blakel 
in Early County, writes a pithy column for 
The Early County News. Furthermore, he 
is a county officeholder. He is a solid South 
Georgian, surely no carpetbagger or scala- 
wag by any demogogic stretch of the defi- 
nition or the imagination. 

In a recent column, Mr. Pickle reports a 
conversation with an Alabaman. In the 
course of the talk, the Georgian asked his 
neighbor “if he knew the answer why Ala- 
bama seemed to have better schools and 
roads, generally speaking, than Georgia.” 

Here is the Alabaman’s reply as quoted 
by the Early Countian: 

“In your state you've got too many 
counties. Too many courthouse boys to 
keep up. (This statement sorta hit me 
where it hurt, as some of you readers 
might know, the conductor of this col- 
umn holds a county office, but I didn't 
bat an evelash, but let the man keep 
talking.) Then your governor, whoever 
he might be, has always got some con- 
troversy going which actually is not as 
important as he tries to make the people 
think it is, but keeps saving it to take 
their minds off the real issues like good 
schools and roads. You folks in Georgia 
have always got a stink going about the 
“nigger” or the county unit system or 
some other sandman-boogey man issue, 
which your politicians make you voters 
think is what ought to be looked after 
first. Consequently you Georgia folks 
get to thinking, talking and arguing 
about all this and get your minds off 
roads and schools. The issue might be 
important, but thev are not as important 
ag whether vour children go to a first- 


class school or whether you ride over a 
good road. We in Aiabama have our 
differences, sometimes to the point of 
having 1 fist fight, something I don't 
recall Georgians doing, but we always 
call off the fight long enough to keep 
asking our governor when he is going 
to pave our road, or when he is going 
to improve our school.” 

“Tige” Pickle makes no comment on 
the validity of the Alabaman’s argument. 
Certainly, we refuse to concede a superi- 
oritv to our neighbor in all things. 

But on roads and schools and the bones 
of contention which the out-of-stater men- 
tions the record speaks for itself. 

Right now Georgia's legal forces are 
mobilized to defend an anachronistic af- 
front to democracy, the county unit system. 
A majority of Georgians voting have al- 
ready rejected the proposal to extend the 
system to the general election. 

Yet the friends of the unit vote—friends 
because it is good for them and their pur- 
poses—insist on extending it, and now on 
defending it with the state’s money. 

A Talmadge paper asked Jast week, 
“Where is the money coming from to fight 
the unit system?” 

Where the cash is coming from to de- 
fend it is obvious. It’s coming from the 
state treasury, most of it put there by 
those who are against the county -unit 
system. 

How much better it would be for all of 
us if the state’s legal talent and those 
funds were put to constructive use.

A Commendation 


For Sen. Tobey 


WASHINGTON —Sen. Charles W. Tobey, 
salty Republican liberal of New Hampshire, de- 
serves the commendation of the country for the 

move he has made to “ring down the curtain” on the Senate in- 
vestigation of the MacArthur-Far Eastern policy controversy. 


He was prompted to do so by the statement made by Gen. 
Omar Bradley, head of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, that the dis- 
closure of American “intentions” and “capabilities” which have 
come out of the hearings are “very harmful” to our national 
security and may be “inciting Russia to war.” 


The New Hampshire Republican took a caustic view of the 
way the inquiry has been long drawn out, with all of the revela- 
tions that have been made on vital phases of our foreign policy. 
Speaking of the joint committee conducting the investigation, he 
had this to say: 

“Here are a lot of men, well-meaning men, with absolutely ne 
military training or gumption or common sense coming in here 
to pose questions to men whose lifelong service has been in the 
military and naval establishments and the air force of this 
country.” 

Declaring the hearings have taken on a ‘political trend,” he 
said it was time to “forget the piddling stuff” and ring down the 
curtain on the hearings. Tobey was joined by another prominent 
Republican, Sen. Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts, who said 
he was ready to co-operate in a move to expedite the investi- 
gation. 


The statement by General Bradley which brought 
on the move to bring the hearings to an end 
was to the effect that he considered the testimony “very harmful 
to our security and our country and our future security to have 
to pass on to Russia all of our intentions, all of our thoughts, all 
of our capabilities.” He said he would be willing to go before 
the appropriations committees of Congress and advocate a very 
large appropriation to buy similar information on Russia. 


Despite the close censorship that prevails on matters of mili- 
tary secrecy, the investigating committee has released volumes of 
testimony dealing with our foreign policy. As General Bradley 
points out, the Russians have been able te learn from this just 
how far we may be expected to go in a given direction, what 
limitations we have imposed on our military plans, and how much 
we will take from them before demanding a showdown. This is 
information which no country normally would be willing to give 
to a potential enemy. It puts us at a definite disadvantage. 

Sen. Richard B. Russell of Georgia, chairman of the investi- 
gating body, has leaned over backwards in an effort to avoid any 
charge of partisanship in the conduct of the inquiry. Because of 
the political aspects of the controversy raised by the President's 
dismissal of Gen. Douglas MacArthur, he and other Democrats on 
the committee have sought to bring out all of the evidence that 


is permissible. 
No Whitewash If the committee chairman sought to bring 
the hearings to a quick close, cutting off 
some of the other testimony that has been demanded, he would 
run the risk of being charged by Republicans with trying to white- 
wash the case. Irresponsible charges to that end have already 
been voiced, in fact, by Sen. Alexander Wiley of Wisconsin. 
Hence the chief responsibility rests with Republican leaders 
to call a hak to the proceedings. Senators Tobey and Lodge have 
shown a high degree of patriotism in moving in that direction. 


As a matter of fact, there never was any justification for car- 
rying the hearings to the extent they have gone. The testimony 
of General MacArthur and Secretary of Defense Marshall, with 
supporting documents from the Joint Chiefs of Staff, should have 
been sufficient. There never was any mystery about why the 
President relieved the general of his command. 

But unfortunately under our system of government, as General 
Bradley has reminded, we have to educate 154 million people 
when a conflict arises over a matter of foreign policy, whereas in 
Russia only 14 people (the Politburo) have to be consulted in 
arriving at similar decisions—and maybe only one, Old Joe Stalin.

Open Range Is Disappearing 


At least three more Georgia counties vote July 4 on the long- 
standing, controversial issue of the open range. It is likely, from 
the petitions which have been filed in Clinch, Camden and Charl- 
ton Counties, that the areas in Georgia which still cater to the 
open range will be still further reduced. 


For many years the fence and no-fence question created much 


bitterness, Efforts to abolish the open range met with heavy re- 
sistance and on numerous occasions the “fence” advocates beat 
down at the polis the attempts to adopt a law which would fence 
livestock off the highways and out adjoining property. 

Time, however, has wrought what human argument could not. 
Livesf®ck animals have become far more valuable in dollars and 
cents than they were a quarter to a half-century or more ago. Sci- 
entific methods of farming have effected a revolution in the blood 
lines and feeding programs. Livestock raisers now are interested 
in maintaining constant contact with their high-blooded animals 
and seeing that they have the proper feeding and care which is 
necessary to get the top dollar at marketing time. 

As the result of this change in livestock farming. one county 
after another in Georgia has seen the value of abolishing the open 
range.

W ASHINGTON—In the confusion of international tensions and domestic con- 
troversy over foreign policy it is stimulating that the President of the United 
States should raise his sights and those of the rest of us to the prospects and 


rewards of peace. 


That President Truman did by holding the door wide open te 


negotiations for peace, by pledging our co-operation in disarmament, and by 
offering—if peace can be made sure—to contribute part of the resources we now 


apply to armaments “to a large-scale program of world-wide economic development.” 


This bold 


encouragement was voiced in his message to Congress when he submitted the $8.5 billion foreign 
military-economic aid program which was notice again to Russia that, if she won't have peace, 


then we will be ready to resist. 

But the olive branch shared attention with 
the shield of defense. And it is good again to 
have the positive emphasized—by the leader of 
the nation, the United States, that is in the best 
position among the free nations of the world to 
take the initiative. : 

It served to clear the air somewhat. 


In our tradition the President becomes the 
voice of our people, and in the conclusion of 
his message te Congress Mr. Truman truly 
was that.

This crime was committed on Dec. 3. 


1949. Folsom was explaining the situ- 


ation to three officials of the painters’ union when Alsup, whose home union is not the painters’ 
but the plumbers’ union, butted in, sluaged him with a gun-butt and then shot him in the side of 


his body. 


In the trial last March, Folsqm testified that James King. the business agent of the 


painters’ union, shouted to Alsup to get out, and pointed the way for him to escape. 


Alsup has a long criminal record. He rules 
the unfortunate subjects of his domain by phys- 
ical terror and by persecution within the cor- 
rupt cirele of the unions, which he controls with 
the active connivance of powerful Nevada poli- 
ticians. Roger Foley, the district attorney of 
Clark County, who conducted the prosecution, 
obtained a report from the record clerk of the 
Texas prison system at Huntsville, Texas, stating 
thet Alsup served two years there for helping 
a prisoner to escape from a state reformatory, 
and later served three more prison terms con- 
currently for robbery with firearms, burglary 
and grand larceny. The interval between his re- 
lease after serving his two-vear term and his 
return to Huntsville was only 13 months 

The second time he went to Huntsville he was 
under a sentence of 25 vears for the armed rob- 
bery but was let go in August, 1940, after serv- 
ing eight years and two months. The term used 
by J. C. Roberts. the record clerk, to define the 
condition of Aisup’s release was “reprieve of 
sentence.” Three years later. in August, 1943, 
_Alsup got a “conditional! pardon.” 


In Las Vegas he has a reputation as « 
theg. While awaiting trial fer shooting Fol- 
sum he was charged with assaulting a busi- 
ness man with his fists while “exhibiting” 
a pistel, and with carrying a concealed 
weapon. : 

- 

The jury found him not guilty/of assault, al- 
though it was obvious from the facts that he 
called on the man looking for trouble, The 
juries disagreed in the trials of the other two 
charges, brandishing the gun and carrying @ con- 
cealed weapon, and they were dropped. Alsup 
had gone to a refrigerating plant to set up a 
picket line because he said the business man had 
not paid overtime to an employe who had worked 
on a Saturday. The victim of the incident ez- 
plained that the employe had asked for a day off 
during the working week and had agreed to 
make it up on Saturday at straight time. 

Undér Nevada law an ex-convict whe car- 


ries a gun is guilty of a felony, but Robert A. 
Jones, the district attorney at the time, held that 
Alsup hed received a full pardon and restitution 
of all the rights of citizenship. Therefore, even 
if he were guilty of carrying a concealed weapon 
without a permit, his offense would be only a 
misdemeanor. This gun case occurred on Aug. 
21, 1950, while Alsup was awaiting trial for the 
Folsom shooting. 

In September, 1950, while he was awaiting 
trial for shooting Folsom, Alsup was appointed @ 
delegate to the national convention of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. This evént is gangsters’ 
Old Home Week, for there ie no social or official 
aversion to criminals in the higher, or lower, 
circles of the AFL. At one such convention in 
New Orleans David Dubinsky was badly beaten 
by Joe Fay, an international vice-president of the 
operating engineers’ union, dominated by e gang 
of criminal! conspirators, because Dubinsky had 
announced that he was going to offer a resolu- 
tion which would exclude crooks like Fay from 
the higher councils.

When Fay went te trial on charges of tn- 
come tax fraud, the case was assigned te 
Thema Francis Meaney and the prosecution 
was handied in such a flagrant manner that 
Tom Clark. the Atterney General of the 
United States at that time, condemned the 
presecution a6 6 “.. . damned cutrage.” Bat 
Clark sever punished anyone fer the cat- 
rage. He is now a Justice of the Supreme

Aptitude Tests Helping 
"Teens Map Career Courses 


By MARTHA SMITH 
It's a wise child who knows his own ambition 
But wise or otherwise, few people at high school age reallv 

know what career they want to follow. much less what field is 
likely to provide happiness and success forthe individual. 

In Atlanta there are people 
who'll help any young person 
determine where his aptitudes 
lie, and whether they fit in with 
his desires. For about $35 these 
experts will administer and in- 
terpret about eight to 12 hours 
which indicate certain 
aptitudes and skills 

Miss Christine Wvratt, 
holds a master of arts degree 
in psychology and is a leader 
in this kind of testing, says 

“In investigations of this type 
we cross-test and recheck in 
many ways. After all fin- 
ished we can help anyone... 
child or adult find where 
his talents lie and for what type 
of career he is best suited. We 
are not fortune tellers: we can't 
predict the future, but we can 
help a young person determine 
which field of work likely holds 
the most happiness for him.” 

First for the help-hungrv 
high schooler comes interviews 
on personal history. The ex- 
aminer finds out what the 
adolescent likes to do, what he 
has already done; what he hopes 
to do in the way of personal 
achievement as well as his ad- 
justment with other people 

In the test determining read- 
ing skill, as one reads the test- 
ing device moves down the page. 
The test indicates how much he 
understands of what he has read 
and at what speed he reads best. 

Jigsaw pieces put together 
form an automobile. The speed 
with which he sees the picture 
and how fast they are put to- 
gether indicate powers of per-

DEAR C. E.: A state of de- 
pressions refers to an emotional 
complex in which frustration. 
anxiety and seething anger are 
habitually at work, wuncon- 
sciousliv: and which suddenly 
has been activated from a 
chronic to an acute sense of 
suffering. When a harried neu- 
rotic feels tried bevond his en- 
durance, yet sees no _ respite 
from his problems, and is in- 
hibited by polite considerations 
from acting savagely, in seek- 
ing satisfactions or expressing 
hostilitv, we get the letdown 
reaction known as “depression.” 

It occurs to me that you al- 
ready had a problem of anxiety 
about the prospect of a peren- 
nially frustrated love life. due 
to continuing spinsterhood, 
when you fixed your heart on 
Bart three years ago. You were 
courting him in mariage, as the 
solution of your problem of en- 
frenched anxiety. His obstinate 
evasion of your purpose pro- 
gressively increased your bur- 
den of discouragement and 
sense of failure in respect to 
men. 

For advice, I think vou should 
avail yourself of psvchological 
help in exploring your latent 
emotional attitudes towards your 
brothers, which may be a blend 
of subservience and hostility. 
You'll probably find that your 
lifelong difficulties with men 
were forged in this arena of 
childhood experience. 

In my opinion, the problem 
of “how to get your man” will 
be answered by the same wis- 
dom which enables vou to “heat 
the blues.”
